Simultaneously the navy decided 


to expedite the construction of 10 
new warships. 
In congress, oppo- 
sition appeared against proposed 
reductions in the building pro- 
gram. 


The war department cleared the 
allied way yesterday "by releasing 
for export three of the air corps 
newest pursuit ships, all credited 
with speeds of 400 miles an 
hour 
or better. The planes are design- 
ed to prey on raiding bombers and 
to fight off any faster craft ac- 
companying them. 
The action promised an end to 
the allied delay in placing an es- 
timated 
$1,000,000,000 order 
for 
about 8,000 
American 
military 


planes and 13,000 engines. 
The 


contracts had been held up be- 
cause the allies claimed that any- 
thing but the latest type planes 
vould be outclassed by the enemy 
The planes released were: Tho 
Bell P-39, known as the Air-Cobra 
and said to be one of the world's 
fastest pursuit ships the Lockheed 
0-38, 
a two-motored, heavily-arm- 


ed interceptor craft, and an im- 
proved model of the Curtlss P-40, 
an advance type of the pursuit ship 
which already has been praised 
by the French for its performance 
against the Nazi Messerschmitt. 


In the field of American defense 
the major developments concerned 
the navy.

Th» value of (trip cropping for 


checking aoll erosion on cultivated 
land was very well demonstrated 
last, year on the R. L. Wheelock 
farm, five miles east ot 
Corsl- 


cana, according to K. E. Ware, 
manager of the farm. After heavy 
rains during the early spring and 
early summer of last year, It has 
been, observed that the 
use 
of 
strips 
and 
contour 
cultivation 


alone reduced the surface run-off 
and prevented top soil from being 
washed away through sheet ero- 
sion. 


Mr. War* ntated that terracing 


and strip cropping as erosion con- 
trol measures are valuable assets 
on the farm and will greatly in- 
crease the value of farm land. The 
practice of planting strips across 
the slopes and running rows on 
.cpntour'rather than up and down 
the slope proved very economical 
and effective in conserving both 
soil and water, It was pointed out 
by Mr. Ware. 


R. L. Wheelock owner of a 1343 
acre farm Is co-operating with the 
local (oil conservation service In 
a 'complete erosion control pro- 
gram and follows the recommend- 
ed practice of planting broadcast 
strips of small grain and contour 
cultivation on his cultivated land. 
Where the slope on the cultivated 
land did not permit the use of 
strips he has constructed terraces 
to insure him greater protection. 
In the winter, he has planted oats 
in 36 foot strips which were run 
and marked off by the CCC camp 
engineera. The oats which 
has 


been broadcast produced an excel- 
lent cover of vegetation through- 
out the rainy season. 
Following 


the rains outstanding results have 
been observed. The escaping soil 
and water from row crop intervals 
was successfully checked by the 
contour rows 
and 
strips. The 


broadcast crops having a flbrots 
root system slowed the speed of 
run-off water in such a manner 
that soil particles were deposited 
and rain-water was retained which 
was beneficially utilized by crops.

Hosoa's wifo was faithless. She

Yet Hosea forgave her. 


This fact seems stupendous, in 
the light of the law of Moses, and 
of the prevailing practices of the 
Orient, To this day, in the primi- 
tive East, adultry is punished by 
summary death, executed by near- 
est kindred. 
One 
wonders 
at 
times if this elemental justice Is 
not wiser than our contemporary 
mode of treating infidelity 
and 


adultery as light things. It is a 
rare "modern" book that does not 
have a fow adulteries sprinkled 
over Its pages, 


In real life, too, divorce, with 


Its attendant faithlessness, Is con- 
sidered a minor matter, to be eas- 
ily gossiped about. Hollywood has 
become such a sink of marital 
faithlessness that one almost ex- 
pects for it the fate of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. Tho flagrant im- 
moralities of the motion picture 
group, and of "Society," arc so 
common that they almost obscure 
that countless majority of homes 
where love, fidelity and happiness 
rule, 


Such deep passion over the be- 
trayal of love and honor as Hosea 


displayed is rarely found now. Di- 
vorcees hold their heads high, and 
move unrebukcd in so-called "good 
society." 
Do they secretly suffer 
torments of soul, as those who 
have become failures in life's most 
sacred relationships? I once heard 
a man say that he 
had 
nevei 


known a man who really amounted 
to anything after a divorce. He 
might slide along for a time by 
momentum, but his real springs 
of character and achievement had 
failed.

and tears. The style of writing Is 
hysterical, 
distraught 
and 
at 


times, incoherent. He sees 
his 


wife's faithlessness (the book uses 
a stronger word) In all Us flaming 
lideousncsa. He is shamed and 
broken by her sin. This horror 
overlays his vision of his nation 
as he beholds the adulteries of 
Israel in turning from her true 
love, Jehovah, to the worship of 
leathcn idols, 


Let us take the case as It lies. 
Disloyalty to the great and faith- 
ful lover, God, Is on a level with a 
woman's faithlessness to her hus- 
band, or a- husband's disloyalty to 
his wife. These are major sins, 
undermining all of character. They 
bring in their train such griefs 
and unhapplness as may not be 
computed. 
There are little sins 
and big. sins; but the biggest sin 
of all is to prove false to love— 
the lovo of mortal and the love 
of God. 
And the wonder of race Is that 
an occasional Hosea may forgive 
an adulterous wife, and that God 
may forgive and take 
back 


faithless follower or a renegade 
nation. Again and again God for- 
gave Israel's adulteries and dis- 
loyalties. In that merciful com-

ROOSEVELT WINS OVER GAR. 
NER SIX TO ONE IN ILLINOIS; 


DEWEY TAKES NEBRASKA 


By The Associated PTCM. 
Thomas E. Dewey and Franklin 


D. Roosevelt riveted by fresh tri- 
umphs in the Midwest farm belt 
today a leadership In the 1940 
presidential races that challenged 
other contenders. 
In Nebraska's republican prefer- 
ential primary, Dewey was run- 
ning well ahead of Senator Arth- 
ur Vandenberg, just a week after 
an easy Wisconsin victory over 
the Michigan senator. 
Dewey's 
lead was more than 11,000 when 
the counting passed the 
three- 


quarter mark. 
In Illinois, Mr. Roosevelt rolled 
up a 6 to 1 margin over the anti- 
third term candidacy of Vice Pres- 
ident Garner, causing state demo- 
cratic leaders to describe the vote 
aa a "demand" for th« President's 
renomlnation. 
Dewjey was unopposed In Illinois, 


but his supporters had hoped for 
a big turnout as a harbinger of re- 
publican strength in November. 
Mr. Roosevelt's total was running 
well ahead of the combined votes 
for Garner and Dewey, although 
the New York prosecutor was 
about even with tha President in 
the non-metropolitan areas. 
Mr, Roosevelt had'no opposition 


In Nebraska, where his total was 
below the Dewey-Vandenberg ag- 
gregate. 
In neither state are the 
primary results binding on the 
national convention delegates.

In Nebraska involved the senatori- 
al race in which Senator Edward 
Burke was trailing Gov. R. L. 
Cochran, who had accused Burke 
of breaking his original new deal 
pledges by 19,000

Slattery Denominated. 


In Illinois, Democratic Senator 
Slattery won renomination for the 
remainder of the term of the late 
J. Hamilton Lewis. Slattery was 
backed by the Kelly-Nash-Horner 
organization, which also supported 
Lieut. Gov. John Steele in the 
democratic gubernatorial contest. 
Illinois republicans nominated C. 


Wayland Brooks for 
senator and 
Dwight H. Green, former federal 
district attorney who prosecuted 
Al Capone, for governor. 
In Nebraska, Former Governor 


Arthur Weaver and Hugh Butler, 
Omaha grain man, were running 
neck and neck, for the republican 
senatorial nomination. After trail- 
ing in early returns, Butler pulled 
into a 6,000 lead at the three-quar- 
ter mark."

In the first Nebraska district re- 
sulted in'a republican victory. Hyde 
Sweet was chosen over Charles A.

loss of two British destroyers yes- 
terday at Narvik and the damag- 
ing of two others. 


The conflict still Is raging In 
the North Sea, Churchill said, but 
he refused to "lift the veil." 
He further told the house that 
he found no reason "to deter us 
from entering on further perils" 
and promised that the navy would 
sink remaining German ships 
in 
the Skaggerak and the Kattegat, 


Churchill lauded the action of 
Captain Warburton Lee and the 
destroyer flotilla which attempted 
to take Narvik, saying their ac- 
tion was "as worthy as any In 
British naval history." 


The destroyer Hunter and Hardy 
were lost at Narvik while the Gur- 
kha went down when hard hit dur- 
ing five unsuccessful bombing as- 
tacks on the cruiser Aurora. The 
Glowworm was sunk by German 
destroyers when she turned back 
from her squadron to pick up a 
seaman who had gone overboard, 


"We have greatly 
gained 
by 
what has occurred in Scandinavia 
and northern waters In the stra- 
tegic and military sense," he said. 
"Hitler has made as great a 
strategic and political error as Na- 
poleon when he invaded Spain." 
Many Ships Sunk. 


"At the present nearly a dozen 


ships, some of them of large ton- 
nage, have been sunk or captured 
either in the Skaggerak or the 
Kattegat or in attempting to bring 
supplies to forces landed at Nar- 
vik," Churchill declared. 
(Premier Reynaud speaking In 
Paris at the same time declared 
that 18 German ships, Including 
four cruisers, had been sunk in 
battles in Norwegian waters in 
which allied losses weer only four 
warships.) 


Of Brltalns losses, Churchill told 
the house of the sinking of the 
destroyers Glowworm and Gurkha 
and the damaging of the battleship 
Rodney and the cruiser Aurora by 
bombing. He said the British de- 
stroyer Zulu had sunk a German 
submarine and described a run- 
ning fight between the Renown 
and two German cruisers In a bliz- 
zard. 
Churchill oald Britain was occu- 
pying Denmark's 
Faroe 
Island, 
between the Shetland Islands and 
Iceland, but that they would be 
returned to Denmark when she "is 
liberated from the foul thraldom 
into which she has been plunged 
by German aggression." 
The hard-hitting Churchill pro- 


claimed to the house that "all 
German ships in the Skaggerak and 
the Kattegat will be sunk." 
He contended that by Invading 
Norway "Hitler has doubled the 
efficiency of the allied blockade. 
Corridor Now Closed. 
"We have suffered from noth- 


ing In our blockade so much as 
from the accursed (Norwegian) 
corridor now closed forever. 
"We shall take what we want 


of this Norwegian coast now with 
an enormous Increase in the ef- 
ficiency of our blockade." 


Churchill warned that "Hitler has 
created a whole series of commit- 
ments on the Norwegian coast" 
for which he now will have to 
fight against the allies who have 
"vastly superior naval forces and 
are able to transport them to the 
scenes of action more easily than 
he can." 
"The very 
recklessness 
with 
which Hitler an 1 his advisers have 
cast the fate of the German navy 
upon wild waters" may be a pre- 
lude to "far larger events" which 
depend on the land, Churchill said. 


"We have probably arrived at 


the first crunch of the war." 
He declared that "four Gorman 


do not now 
think, 
President 
Roosevelt will be a candidate, 
"With his experience, his prac- 
tical Iberalism, and his popular- 
ity among all classes of people 
Mr. Garner can unite the Demo- 
cratic party and lead it to vic- 
tory.

British submarines are "by no 
means asleep" Churchill said, for 
they "have taken a heavy toll" of 
German transport troop 
ships 


crossing to Scandinavia. 


"We are not going to let the 


enemy supply their troops along 
those waters with Impunity," he 
said, 


Speaking "for myself," the first 


lord said he considered Germany's 
Norwegian occupation "as fcreat 
a strategic and political error as 
that which was committed by Na- 
poleon In 1808 when he invaded 
Spain." 
"I cannot see any counter ad- 
vantage which he (Hitler) 
has 
gained except the satisfaction of 
another exercise of brutal lust, 
and unbridled power," he said. 


As the house cheered, Churchill 
observed "we certainly 
find no 
reason to deter us from entering on 
any further perils that might lie 
before u-." 


"We feel ready to encounter the 
utmost malice of the enemy and 
to achieve a victory in what is a 
world cause."

navy doing," the first lord of the 
admiralty said, "but the house 
will not expect me to lift the veil 
at this Juncture." 


"If the Norwegian government 
had not been so very strictly severe 
in enforcing her neutrality against 
us," he said, "It would have been 
very easy to give them more time- 
ly and more support than Is now 
possible," he went on. 
He charged that German Inva- 
sion had been "long and elabprate- 
ly prepared" against a number of 
small countries and It was only In 
the small hours of Monday that 
it was learned "that Norway and 
Denmark had drawn the unlucky 
numbers In this sinister lottery." 
"It is not the slightest use blam- 
ing the allies for not being able 
to give substantial protection to 
neutral countries when we are 
held at arm's length by those coun- 
tries until they are actually at- 
tacked on a scientifically prepared 
plan by Germany." 


Occupying Islands' 


Britain is occupying Denmark's 
Faroe Islands midway 
between 
the Shetland Islands and Iceland, 
the first lord said. 


"The question of Iceland needs 
further consideration," he said, 
"but no German will be allowed to 
set his foot there with impunity." 


He said the Faroes would be 


handed back to Denmark when 
she is liberated from "the foul 
thralldom into which she had been 
plunged by German aggression." 
He announced that the destroyer 
Glowworm apparently had been 
lost Monday morning off the Nor- 
wegian coast in a battle with Ger- 
man warships. Her normal com- 
plement was 145. 


"We can only conclude that the 


Glowworm was sunk by superior 
forces of the enemy on Monday 
morning," Churchill said. "Since 
then fighting has been conducted 
night and day." 
While 
Intense 
naval 
activity 
was occurring on many sectors, 
Churchill said that far to tho

Churchill added that messages 


from the Renown broke off at the 
moment that "they became Inter- 
esting" and "we never heard an- 
other word until a few hours ago." 
Determined Air Attacks, 


A very determined attack was 
made on Wednesday by two waves 
of Royal Air force planes of 12 
planes each, Cfiurchill said, in 
which two German cruisers were 
attacked and "one has not been 
seen since." 


He said that on Monday morn- 
Ing it seemed as though the Ger- 
man forces which "had sunk the 
Glowworm would be caught be 
tween our forces In the north and 
the main home fleet, both of which 
were superior to it, However, they 
got away," 
A torpedo carrying aircraft of 


the fleet's air arm "attacked en1 
emy shipping in the harbor 
of 


Trondhelm," Churchill disclosed. 
Seven men—four 
officers 
and 


three sailors—were Injured when 
a bomb hit the flagship Rodney, 
whose "heavy armament deflected 
the blow," Churchill disclosed. 
"So far as the structure of our 


ships of war ls concerned," he 
said, "the Incident must be re- 
garded as satisfactory." 


In recounting the tale of the 
British destroyers' attack on the 
Germans In Narvik, Churchill call- 
ed the fighting "worthy of any in 
British naval records." 
Broke Unnatural Calm 


Churchill opened his statement 
by telling the house the Gorman 
Invasion of Norway and Denmark, 
"long and elaborately prepared," 
was set In motion In the last week 
of March, breaking a "strange and 
unnatural calm." 
The first lord said that for sev- 
eral months past Britain had re- 
ceived information of large num- 
bers of German merchant ships 
being fitted as transports and of 
numerous small ve««e!s being as- 
**mbl»4 in .various Baltic ports 


and also In mouths of the river 
Elbe. 


The 
Netherlands, 
Denmark, 
Norway, and Sweden all w e r e 
equally liable to a sudden "bru- 
tal, capricious and in any case un- 
provoked attack," he said. 
Churchill said 
which 
neutral 
would be selected as the victim 
remained inevitably a matter of 
speculation, but he asserted that 
the German "have an obvious pref- 
erence for striking at the weak 
rather than the strong." 
"In the small hours of Monday 
morning," he went on, "we learnt 
that Norway and Denmark had 
drawn the unlucky numbers In 
;hls sinister lottery.," 
In High State of Alarm 


Churchill 
remarked 
that 
all 
small countries on the borders of 
Germany "were and still are In a 
high starte of alarm." 
"Even those neutrals who had 
done the most to placate Germany 
and had been the greatest aid to 
her could not feel any sense of 
security that they would not be 
attacked without any reason or 
without any warning and speedily 
overrun and reduced to bondage 
and pillaged of all their property, 
especially of all eatables." 


The house laughed at this state- 
ment. 
"His majesty's government have 


been extremely reluctant" to In- 
cur reproaches for even technical 
violations of International law, but 
it had been decided "at last" to In- 
terrupt the Norwegian ore traffic 
and "make it com* out In the 
open sea." 


Up to then, he said, the British 
navy was forced to watch "an end- 
less procession" of German and 
neutral ships which respect for In- 
ternational law forbade them to 
touch. Conventions Flouted. 


He added that Germany "flout- 


ed" those same conventions In this 
war as In the last and had tried 
to make out "the invasion of Nor 
way and Denmark was a conse- 
quence of our act In closing this 
corridor." 


'We have the 
most 
profound 
sympathy for the Norwegian peo- 
ple," 
the first lord affirmed, and 
promised aid to "the best of our 
ability" since "their future and 
Independence are bound up 
with 


the victory of the allies." 
Churchill said that 60 German 


aircraft attacked Scapa Flow last 
night "without doing the slightest 
damage," 


"The enemy lost six aircraft," he 


added and then thundered: 
"We are ready to fight this mat- 
ter out at Scapa Flow," 


Of the 15 torpedo-carrying air- 
craft which attacked at Trondhelm 
Churchill said all 
15 
returned. 


When the reconnaissance 
craft 
went to the scene "no cruiser was 
seen, Where one had been there 
was only a half mile long streak 
of oil.

However, 
there 
are 
several 


causes of underweight, and you 
should consult your doctor to de- 
termine his opinion as to why 
you are on the thin side. He may 
find that there is a disturbance in 
the glands which secrete the di- 
gestive juices, making it difficult 
for you to get the full nourish- 
ment from the food that you eat. 
There may be an over-activity of 
th« thyroid which causes you to 
use up your food storage too fast, 
or perhaps there might be a de- 
ficiency In the absorption of food 
from the Intestines, due to an ac- 
cumulation of hardened mucous. 
If, upon 
examination, 
none 
of 


these factors enters into 
your 


case, check on the several other 
causes. 


1. Do you smoke too much, par- 


ticularly before eating? This habit, 
of course, destroys your appetite 
for the building foods that are 
so Important. 


2. Are you getting at least nine 


hours' sleep each night? And a 
rest period during the day, when 
possible? 


3. Do you worry unnecessarily 
about things that may happen to- 
morrow? If you could really ac- 
complish something—or k e e p 
something 
from 
happening—just 


by worrying about it, then that 
worry would most certainly bs 
worthwhile. 
But you know this 


isn't so, so just quit worrying. 
It never did anyone a bit of good— 
In fact I think you can get your- 
self so upset with worry that you 
cannot get a clear picture of any 
problem. So stop it. 


4. Are you working too hard, 


and too long hours—and all of it 
at a nervous pitch? This will wear 
you out; and you won't get the 
full benefit from your food; be- 
cause the energy that is needed to 
properly assimilate your 
food is 


being dissipated in nervous 
ex- 


haustion. 


5. Are you getting plenty of 


fresh air and sunshine? There is 
no excuse during 
the 
coming 


months that 'It ts tpo cold.' 


6. Do you take some exercise 


each day? .Don't think that exer- 
cise Is only for the overweight 
girls. You need It, too. 


7. Do you relax for a while be- 


fore and after eating? And do you 
eat slowly—never perched on the 
edge of your chair. Sit back, take 
your time, and think 
or 
talk 


about things, and you will never 
seem to be lacking In poise and 
self-assurance as so many 
thin 


people are. 


Try to drink a glass of fruit 


juice In the middle of the morn- 
Ing, or in the middle afternoon. 
And you might start the day with 
a glass of hot water with a tea- 
spoonful of raw honey added to 
it.

Flckett Club. 


Cookie making and baking was 
demonstrated by Mrs. Glenn Stokes 
the home food supply demonstra- 
tor of the Flckett club, In her 
home April 8. 
Mrs. Stokes gave the Important 


facts about measuring, mixing and 
baking of cookies, butter or short- 
ening maybe used, butter If pos- 
sible, as it has a better flavor. The 
same method In making butter- 
cookies Is very much like that of 
quality cake making. 
It Is not 


necessary to separate the eggs In 
cookies as it Is in cakes. In cook- 
ies the proportion of flour to liquid 
la Increased over that In a cake. 
So that the mixture has the con- 
sistency of a stiff batter or dough. 
The batter is stiff enough so that 
it can be dropped on a baking 
sheet and retain its shape. The 
stiff dough may be rolled out and 
cut Into different shapes or chill- 


ed and sliced. If a thin cookie is 
desired use an oven temperature 
of 360 f. Instead of 375 f. so that 
the batter or dough will spread as 
fat melts. 
The thicker cookies 


should be started In a hot oven so 
that a crust will form before the 
fat melts. A brief chilling (15 min- 
utes of more) In the refrigerator 
permits handling dough without 
the addition of more flour. If flour 
has to be added 
during 
rolling, 


cookies are less tender.

Eight practices have 
been defined and listed by the 
state agricultural conservation As- 
sociation committee, It was point- 
ed out, in accordance with a rul- 
ing of the secretary of agricul- 
ture, as "defeating the purposes 
of the program" in recent notices 
received by the county commit- 
tee. 


All payments with respect to a 


farm will be withheld if the pro- 
ducer adopts any of the following 
practices, the committee said: 


1. Coercion of a tenant by 
a 


landlord to require him to pay all 
or part of any government pay- 
ment which the tenant is to receive 
or has received for participation 
in the 1040 program. 


Additional Pay 
2. Requirement by a landlord 


that a tenant or sharecropper pay, 
in addition to the customary ren- 
tal, a sum of money equivalent 
to all or a portion of the govern- 
ment payment. 
3. Intentionally depriving or at- 


tempting to deprive any landlord, 
tenant or sharecropper or pay- 
ments by omission of names oh 
an application for payment form 
or any other 
official document 


required to be filed In connection 
with the program showing incor- 
rectly his or their acreage shares 
of crops or unit shares 
of soil- 


building practices] or 
otherwise 


falsifying the record. 


4. Requirement by a landlord 
that, a tenant execute an assign- 
ment ostensibly covering advances 
of money or supplies to make a 
current crop but actually for a 
purpose not permitted by the reg- 
ulation. Partnership, Etc. 


5. Offsetting compliance on a 


farm or farms operated by a pro- 
ducer as an individual by opera- 
tions of a partnership, associa- 
tion, estate,, corporation, trust, or 
other business enterprise In which 
the producer Is financially Inter- 
ested and the policies of which 
he is in a position to control. On 
the other hand, if such business 
entity carried on Its operations so 
as to qualify'for payment, but an 
individual producer interested In 
the business offsets its perform- 
ance in individual operations, the 
payments to the business 
entity 


DC reduced by such amount as the

His youth and shortage of experi- 
ence possibly might make th« out- 
come uncertain. 


2. If he is ambitious to become 


governor or United States sena- 
tor, staying on at attorney gen- 
eral probably would be the better 
course. 


3. The position of chief justice 


of the supreme court is an exalt- 
ed one and Texans have the habit 
of re-electing their high 
court 


members. The job pays $8,000 per 
year and the term of office Ig six 
years.

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TRIO AGED MONARCHS 
LONG UNUSED TO WAR 


FACINGGRIM FATES 


KINGS OF SWEDEN, DENMARK 
AND NORWAY HAVE RULED 


PEACEFULLY 95 YEARS 


By the Associated Tress 
Three aged Scandinavian mon- 
archs, who kept their nations neu- 
tral during the vicissitudes of the 
world war, now are face to face 
with the prim realities of war de- 
spite constant effort to avoid be- 
ing drawn into the maelstrom. 
King Gustav V of Sweden, the 


oldest of the trio, now nearly 82 
years old, has been on the throne 
33 years; King Christian X of Den- 
mark, nearly 70 years old, has ruled 
for 28 years, and King Haakon VII 
of Norway, 68, has reigned 34 years. 
Christian and Haakon are broth- 
ers, sons of King Frederick VIII of 
Denmark. 
King Gustav became one of the 
most democratic monarchs of Eu- 
rope during and after the world 
war. When he was crowned king 
of Sweden he refused to endure any 
of the pomp with which the ascen- 
sion is usually attended. 
He once did a day's work as a 
stevedore during a strike at Stock- 
holm. 
When Gustav assumed the throne 
In Decemher, 1907, the union of 
Norway and Sweden had been dis 
solved. He was well-trained to meet 
the crisis for, as crown prince of 
both Sweden and Norway, he had 
grown up in both countries. - 
Gustav is of the Bernadotte line 
—so-called from one pf Napoleon's 
generals—the ruling house of Swe- 
den which was established In 1818. 
In 1881 Gustav married Princess 
Victoria of Baden, a great grand- 
daughter of ono of the last Vasa 
kings, and a cousin of the former 
Kaiser, Wilhelm. She died In 1930. 
King Christian of Denmark, as 
world war sovereign, established 
the policy which kept his little 
country neutral. He mixes freely 
with his subjects, without retinue 
or body guard. 


Family Name 
His family name is Sonderborg 
Beck. When 
he 
ascended 
the 
throne, following Danish tradition, 
he chose the name of Christian, 
for all Danish kings alternately 
bear the name of Christian and 
Fredirick. 
He is admired by his subjects as 
the first Danish prince to qualify 
fully in the country's schools and 
colleges. Politically, he gave wo- 
men electoral rights and became 
the nation's foremost good-will en- 
voy agroad. He was married, April 
26, 1898, to Princess Alexandrine of 
Mecklenburg. 
King Haakon is the first Inde- 
pendent monarch of Norway in 
more than 450 years. Before he be- 
came king his realm had been ruled 
by joint kings, with Denmark from 
1450 to 1814 and with Sweden from 
1814 to 1905. 
In taking the name Haakon he 
revived a royal name that had been 
dormant for more than 500 years. 
He married, July 22, 1896, Pricess 
Maud, third daughter of the late 
King Edward VII of Great Britain. 
She died Nov. 30, 1938. 


His reign has been marked by 
placidity, internally.

German ships, including four cruis-

one 'tenth of the total German fleet, 


tonnage, two smaller warships, 
one submarine, one destroyer, and 
10 troop ships. 
The British lost four destroyer!,

down In the fighting off Narvik. 


There were no French losses, he 
said, and disclosed that one Polish 
warship was fighting with the 
allied forces.
